It appears from u recent observation 


by Dr. Flcitmann, of Iserlohn, as the in- 
ventor of a process for welding nickel, 
that the formation of ore veins need not 
necessarily occupy such long periods of 
time as we are generally inclined to ac- 
cord to it. 
Dr. Fleitmann gave his ex- 


perience as follons : Some two years ago 
he had the bottom of a stable pit filled 
and rammed with common clay contain- 
ing iron. The pit had served its purpose 
for storing dung for about two years, dur- 
ing which time, occasionally, to prevent 
overheating, water bad been poured over 
it; lately it became necessary to remove 
the pit, when, to the great surprise of 
Dr. Fleitmann, be found tbe clay had en- 
tirely changed in character and had be- 
come white; it was, moreover, divided in 
numerous directions by fissures from one 
twenty-fifth inch to one sixth inch ic 
width, which were filled with compact 
iron pyrites. The explanation Dr. Fleit- 
mann gives is, that the iron oxide of the 
clay was changed, by the water contain- 
ing sulphate of ammonia, into sulphate of 
iron, and the latter had, in accordance 
with molecular attraction, deposited itself 
in groups of fissures.

Delicate laces are cleansed with no rub- 
bing, and the consequent danger of thus 
breaking meshes? if ten drops of ammo- 
nia are added to apint of hot suds. Silver 
receives a higher polish and keeps clean 
longer when it is employed. When pieces 
are but slightly tarnished add two teas- 
poonfuls of ammonia to a quart of. hot 
suds, and rub each piece with an old nail 
brush. 
If badly discolored whiting will 


also be necessary, but if cleaned at long 
intervals with whitinga weekly washing in 
the ammonia water will be sufficient to 
keep them bright. 
Where brushes are to 


be cleaned nothing is so effectual. 
A 


pint of hot water and a teaspfonful of 
ammonia are all that is necessary. Shake 
the brushes in this till clean; rinse in 
cold water and stand them in a hot place 
or in the wind to dry. House plants 
flourish far better if a few drops of the 
spirit are added to every pint of water 
used in watering, and where one has a 
garden it is worth while to use all waste 
water in which ammonia has been put for 
either flowers or grapevines, the snaps 
being no objection, but, on the contrary, 
being also a good fertilizer.

bath may be made much more refresh-

Examining both thumbs, it will be seen 
that they do pot exactly match , but the 
figure on each thumb is the same through 
life. 
If the thumbs of any two persons 


are compared, it will further be found 
that no two are alike. 
There may be, 


nnd generally is, a "family resemblance' 
between members of the same family, as 
in other features , there are also national 
characteristics 
but the individuals differ. 


All this is better seen by taking "proof 
impressions" of the thumb. 
This is 


easily done by pressing it on a slab cov- 
ered with a film of printer's ink, and then 
pressing it on a piece of white paper . or 
a little aniline dye, Indian ink—almost 
anv thing may be used. 


The Chinese take advantage of all this 


to identify their important criminals, at 
least in some parts of the Empire. 
We 


photograph their faces : they take im- 
pressions of their thumbs. 
These are 


stored away, and if the delinquent should 
over again fall into the hands of the po- 
ice, another impression at once affords 
the means of comparison. The Chinese 
say that, considering the alternation 
nade in tho countenance by hair and 
jeard, and the power many men, have of 
distorting or altering the actual features, 
tc., their method affords even more cer- 
tain and easy means of identification than 
our plan of taking the criminal's portrait.
